"SECOND. . 

C) IN TICK 15 UNDER SAME HEADING (BEGINNING "THIS IS NOT 
TO SAY...") DELETE LAST PART OF SECOND SENTENCE BEGINNING 
WITH WORDS "AND THUS DEFINE MORE CLEARLY. . SENTENCE 
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SHOULD END WITH WORDS "SHARPLY INTO FOCUS."
